Masonry, and of the country for the last 25 
years, and especially the huTU years, demon- 
strates the servility and the subserviency of 
the public press, either from fear of, or from 
favor to, the masonic institution, and it is 
therefore REQ,UIRKI) of all advocates of free- 
dom and anti masonry, to support and patron- 
ise no other jtrwspaprr than those which fear- 
lessly maintain the righfs of the people, un- 
influenced by the acts, and unawed by the 
threats, of masonic rulers, their adherents 
and dependents. 


This language cannot be mistaken. 
Jn Luzcrno county, where t write; in Ches- 


ter comity, my delightful and beloved home, 
the number of Masons is few, and, compared 
to their fellow-citizens, inconsiderable in 
wealth. It would not bc very difficult to 
criihb them, if their numbers alone were re- 
garccd. 
In general, they rank with their 


neighbors in industry, cleverness, and public 
.spirit: but we might all be hung up to the 
lamp-posts, of so little consequence are we, 
and alter a few tears from relations & friends, 
the void would fill up. and the world roll on 
:ij! usual. For ourselves, the issue is impor- 
tant. Ibongh it be oflittle comparative con- 
cern to tiio world, what may be our personal 
fate; but Tin: <;IO;\T fiUNCUM.is OK Civn, 
LIBERTY must not be abandoned. The right 
of any combination of men. under any .preten- 
sions, to dictate to any portion of their fellow- 
citizens, what they may or may not do, nei- 
ther tho laws nor moral propriety objecting1, 
cannot be conceded without yielding so much 
loa naked principle of despotism. Tyranny 
is at the bottom. Despotism holds the rod 
and says, "obey or 1 will strike.," That this 
is the true state of the case, neither sophistry 
can disguise, nor passion obscure.

Allvn, arrived at New-York, 
London 


and Liverpool papers to J u l y 23d (-Sat- 
urday) inclus'ne. have been received. 


The 
Reform 
Bill was in debute in 


the House of Commons, and its p'rovis- 
ions were disputed by the opposition 
with great pertinacity, but no j r i x i c t y 
was felt for i t b fa to u n t i l it reached ihe 
House of Lords. 
The ail'.iii s uf France, 


Poland, and the C o n t i n e n t generally, 
principally occupy public a t t e n t i o n ; 
and although we have n o t h i n g decisive 
as to the course of events on the Conti- 
nent, yet the general aspect of alfairs 
portends a war. 


King Leopold IKK! made his entrance 


into Brussels, had been received in the 
most enthusiastic manner, and ijiven 
an entire change to the appearance of 
every thing. 
Out of doubt, alarm and 


despair, have sprang confidence and a 
determirution to resume the former bu- 
siness of life. 
I n d u s t r y had recom- 


menced, and every thing looked favora- 
ble for the future. 
The Palace of Lac- 


ken, on the 2 0 i h o f J u l y presented an 
animating spectacle—the authorities 
both civil and military—the members 
of Congress,—and all the distinguished 
persons in Brussels proceeded to pay 
their respects to their King. 
The Re- 


gent was with his majesty for about 
three hours. 
The Regent it appears is 


somewhat touched with the politics of 
•what is technically termed the French 
warty. 
The present Congress is to be 


dissolved, and a new one is to be elected 
in 40 days from the coronation of the 
King. 
The Regent made a speech to 


the Congress on resigning his func- 
tions, in which he i^ave an account of 
his Stewardship. 
He thinks the army- 


should be kept up until every appear- 
ance of hostility is at an end ; he states 
that the finances are in as prosperous a 
state as circumstances will permit. 


The feelings of the people of Brus- 


sels are represented as being wild with 
joy on account of the accession to the 
throne of Leopold. 


The following paragraph is from the 


"Morning Herald of the 20th, under the 
City date of the previous day, and seems 
worthy of attention. 


The Sun of this evening says—"It is 


with satisfaction that we are able to an- 
nounce the existence of a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and France,where- 
by the two Governments have bound 
themselves to an intercession with Rus- 
sia in favor of the Poles. 
The treaty 


was concluded about a month since.'5 


Our readers will recollect that we an- 
nounced this fact in our article of yes- 
terday ; but, as it is probable that our 
contemporary had his intelligence ftom 
an official source, we consider that the 
existence of the treaty is now placed al- 
most beyond doubt. 


The ''army of observation" stationed 


on the northern frontier of France, will 
by all accounts, amount to 140.000 men 
before the end of July. 


RUSSIA AND POLAND. 


The death of the Grand Duke Con- 


stantine is officially confirmed. 
The 


cholera appears to be making frightful 
ravages at St. Petersburg, where some 
disturbances have taken place. 
From 


the main armies there is nothing con- 
clusive; the Polish Commander-in- 
Chief had left Warsaw to join the ar- 
my, and as the Russians were advan- 
cing to meet him. a battle was shortly 
to be expected. 


The accounts from Warsaw state, 


that the defence which that city can 
make at present is of so powerful a de- 
scription, that they have not the least 
fear of its being taken by the Russians. 
It was expected that Gen. Toll, before 
the arrival of Paskewitsch, would have 
made an attempt to take Warsaw ; but 
his means were not sufficient, although 
his force amounted to 65,000 men.— 
The insurrection in Lithuania extends 
more and more.

DIED — At his residence in Millers- 


Town, on Friday last, John Reid- Esq 
in the S6th year of his aije. 
He was 


born in Chester county. Pa. in 1/46. — 
In 1751 he, with his father, removed 
near to this place. 
In 1776 and '7, he, 


and six brothers, shouldered their ri- 
fles and muskets, and marched to the 
battle field in defence of those natural 
rights and privileges which we now en- 
joy. 
In 1784, he w i t h his family re- 


moved to near the town of Huntingdon, 
(then in Bedford county) and remained 
there four years. 
During that period, 


great opposition was manifested against 
the adoption of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, in that county ; a mob of 4 or 500 
armed men marched to the town of 
Huntingdon to resist its adoption, and 
to reek their vengeance on John Can- 
non, Esq. who was one of the Members 
of the Convention that framed the Con- 
stitution. 
At this time, he, with a 


small band of patriots, armed to resist 
their aggressions, and protect Mr. Can- 
non from their fury; and, through their 
influence and address, dispersed the 
mob, who had committed no other acts 
of violence than burning the. effigies of 
Mr. Cannon and some others. 
In 1788 


he a^aiu removed to near this place. — 
In 1807 or 1808 he held the commission 
of Magistrate, and executed its duties 
until 1822, when the infirmities of age 
rendered him unable to attend to any of 
the ordinary concerns of life. 
He was 


a warm and affectionate friend, a kind 
and inclulgen; parent, and a pious and 
exemplary Christian- 
Acting or. his 


favorite maxim, lo do all that is in our 
power to do, and that which is not in 
our power not to fret about — fora con- 
siderable time before his death he look- 
ed with a patient anxiety for the mo- 
ment that would end his mortal strife, 
and bring him. through the meritori- 
ous righteousness of his Redeemer, in- 
to the kingdom of peace and bliss.

creased advantages which it possesses. Pe- 
culiarly favoied in the beauty and salubrity 
of u situation, retired from all those scenes 
which ordinarily distract the mind and vitiate 
the heart, in purity of morals amou^- UK; Stu- 
dents, and a linn, yet mild and paternal dis- 
cipline. thi>! Institution has constantly risen 
in public estimation, and received a liberal 
share of public pa!rona»e. 
U is invested 


with full power to confer decrees and exer- 
cise tlie usual privileges of Colleges or Uni- 
versities. 


The Faculty, anxious to elevate the char- 


acter of the. College, and to contribute to- 
wards raising the value of Collegia te honors 
in this country, have resolved, that nothing 
less than a thorough course ofclassic and sci- 
entific studies shall entitle a student to his 
decrees. 
At the expiration of the course, 


the candidate, besides a critical knowledge 
of the vernacular lauiMKig-e, must prove hirn- 
selC on examination, to bo master of the most 
difficult Greek and Latin authors and well 
acquainted with Mathematics and .Natural 
Philosophy. 
This resolve has been and will 


be inflexibly adhered to. 


As Classic and Scientific studies arc, from 


a variety of causes, »-erie rally discontinued at 
an earlier period in this country than in 13u- 
rope. it is believed that the best, means of" 
compensating- as far as possible for this dis- 
advantage. will be to place the learner early 
under the ablf-st instructors, and if practica- 
ble. under the same direction by winch he 
will be afterwards guided, through his colle- 
giate career. 


The Academic and Collegiate departments 


are, therefore, in some degree united in this 
Institution, and students are received at an 
earlier ago than in mrwt Colleges. The mode 
of teaching- here combines instruction by lec- 
tures. with daily examinations and rociia- 
tions. The students are required to write 
weekly exercises in the foreign or ancient 
lani^uao-es which they learn, and also to pre- 
sent. frequent oritriunl compositions in those 
lanfj-nayes. The study of Natural Philosophy 
and Chemistry, from a regard toils important 
uses and applications at the present day, is, 
pnr=tii'd during the two la«t years of the col- 
legiate course, and attended by first and sec- 
ond year's students in two distinct classes. — 
This department is conducted on the lectu- 
ring- system, with examinations twice in the 
week. 
Modern books of approved ni^ritand 


in a condensed form, are used by the students 
as text-books. 
The classes are always held 


in tlie cabinet room, and experimental illus- 
trations of principles, rrjven ;is they are laid 
down, in order to demonstrate and impress 
them more forcibly on the memory. 
The 


Professorship of iVyinnd Phiiopophy"& Che- 
mistry is entrusted to Dr. Ifcnnann-c, of Bal- 
timore. a gentleman favorably known to men 
of science, who after graduating- in the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, attended several cour- 
ses of lectures under the first professors of 
the no-c. in the schools of Paris, and subse- 
quently visited MonlpeJier and London, for 
ihe purpose of perfecting- his scientific ac- 
quirements. The Philosophical Apparatus 
is in most respects equal to the verv besf in 
this country. 
The College is furnished with 


a library sufficiently extensive for the im- 
provement and amusement of the students.

Andre, is a native of Germany, in which 
country he acquired his musical education 
under the ablest instructors, and he is emi- 
nently successful iu teaching the theory and 
composition as well as the practice of music. 
The arrangements respecting this accom- 
plishment are such, that the btudents devote 
to it very little time, save a portion of their 
recreation, and great care will always be ta- 
ken to prevent it from interfering with more 
serious studies. 
The various classes in the 


departments of languages and mathematics 
are under the care of gentlemen well quali- 
fied by their attainments and experience for 
their respective situations. The terms are : 
board and tuition, payable half yearly, in ad- 
vance, ,§150; washing, mending, and mend- 
ing materials, £12 : French S120 ; Spanish 
$'.}(); Drawing ,§25 ; Music, vocal and in- 
strumental, .§i(t; use of piano $3; use of bed 
and bedding .^10 ; peris, ink, and use of read- 
ing hooks §0; doctor's salary $— . Parents 
or guardians who may prefer the payment of 
sums which will be received in full for all or 
any of the branches of education taught in 
the College, boarding, clothing, and other 
expenses, except pocket money, included, 
will be charged ft:juO per annum for each 
student, the same to be advanced half yearly.

The truth of this 
observation must be corroborated bv R" who 
have bad the opportunity of becoming- ac- 
quainted with tbese people.

asked, why are they exempt from these corn- 
plaints ?

D R E A D F U L SHIPWRECK.

on the coast of Newfoundland, on the 
n i y h t of the I 9 i h of J u l y :

so great, that il failed—the bhip backed 
on the rocks, and in less than ten min- 
utes was completely broken 
up.

scene of the most harrowing descrip- 
tion then took place. 
Three hundred 


h u m a n beings were struggling for ex- 
istence. 
The bouts filled with people 


were upset in the surf, and the few sa- 
ved, the captain, mate, 2 seamen, and 27 
passengers, clung to part of the wreck, 
or were fortunately cast by the waves 
on some cliff's. 
At 12 o'clock next day 


they were discovered by some fisher- 
men, who went to their relief, and con- 
veyed them to Bass Harbor,from thence 
they were brought to this port in the 
schooner Pomona, Capt. Munro.

lone w a t c h i n g t h e i r bodies. 
The In- 


dians hud traced them for t w e n t y miles, 
by the roots t h e y had endeavored to 
p l u c k up and subsist upon, and by the 
bark t h e v had eaten off the trees. 
The 


bereaved mothers are not expected to 
survive their loss. 


Cholera MorbusinRussin.—A medical 


council has been recently held at St. 
Petersburg, which was attended by 40 
physicians. 
Thirty-eight of them de- 


clared it to be their opinion, that the 
cholera is contagious, and only two 
maintained the contrary. 


The cholera rages with increasing 


violence in most of the places it has 
reached. 
In Riga, on the 22d, there 


were 90 fresh cases, and 30 deaths ; in 
Mittan. from the 18th of May till the 
5th June, 188 persons were attacked, 
of whom 106 died ; in Lemberg, from 
the 12th to the 23d ult. there were 1299 
fresh cases, of which 600 died. 
The 


cholera had appeared at Twer, Jaros- 
iaw, Nesbucy, Novog-orod, and in the 
government of Witepsk. 
In the gov- 


ernment of Minsk, from the 31st March 
to June 1. 2268 persons had been at- 
tacked, of whom 
1246 had died, and 


926 had recovered. 
The disease was 


making frightful ravages in Moldavia. 
The n u m b e r of persons \\ho died of it 
in Jassy on the 10th was 95, on the l l t h 
125, and on the 12th 145. 
Letters from 


Jassy of the 17th say that the disorder 
was increasing, and the deaths were 
300 daily. 
The government of Jassy 


advised the inhabitants to retire into 
the country, and they were flying in all 
directions.

gainst his being a candidate at all, is 
nullified.

He 
is in the field, backed by Kentucky, O- 
hio, Indiana. Illinois, New-England, 
New-Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and 
Louisiana, with confident expectations 
of New-York, and rising hopes of Penn- 
sylvania.

"The Union, Republicanism, Liberty," 
kisses the breeze—let the Jacksonians 
dismiss all dallying, and affectation, and 
address themselves seriously to the 
contest, for we say unto them, they 
have a buttle now to fight, very differ- 
ent from that of 1828—a leader to meet 
w i t h another sort of hold on the popu- 
lar affectio"., to that of John Qnincy A- 
chjrns—a party inspired by different 
feelings, where the dictates of the judg- 
ment are fortified by the sentiments of 
the heart.
